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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 , 5-13,27,29-51 are allowed over the prior art. The following is an 
examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art (Bruno et al WO 96/18275) 
teaches an accessory device for portable telephones which provides simultaneous 
functionality of a hands-free accessory device (13) and data in voice modem (18) 
enabling a portable telephone (10) to be used in vehicle such .that the driver can be 
engaged in a hands-free conversation at the same time as data is being sent over the 
same cellular channel (abstract). 

On the other hand, the present applicant specifically teaches based on the 
assessment, determining a preferred mode; and if the preferred mode is the voice 
mode, transmit a first digital set from the mobile unit via voice mode with out significant 
interruption human speech over the same voice channel-
